She had an allotment of 
140 acres, but the ground was so 
bare “it wouldn’t even raise good 
fish worm,” she said. 
Her allow­ 
ance of $1,000 a year from the 
United States government was the 
only sustenance on which FTsther 
and her husband and two daugh­ 
ters could depend. 
Now, Esther has an income of 
more than $1,200 a day, with sev­ 
eral wells under the drill, promis­ 
ing to add to the flow of money 
into the Jefférson household.

$1,200 a day has bben steady 
since early last spring, when the 
first well was brought in 'on her 
barren little farm, until new, with
